As long as the South, with 
the help of allies from other ,scat- 
tered areas, can control one more 
than, one-third of the seats in the 
Senate, it can filibuster-. ..ona 
civil rights measure.” 

Douglas said the large states 
support admission of Alaska and 
Hawaii even though “they will 
probably join the public works 
bloc and obtain large grants of 
federal money for which the big 
states would pay.”’ 

He urged congressional approval 
of statehood for the two territo- 
ries in the interests of. national 
defense and ‘‘to give the world a 
clear demonstration that we have 
no desire to practice colonialism.”

The altercation between Senator Taft and 
Eisenhower supporter Tex McCrary on a tele- 
vision program Thursday night was a regret- 
table incident.

We can do without any further such dem- 
onstrations of lack of self-control as occurred 
on the “Author Meets Critic’ program. We 
know that Americans glory in sounding off 
whenever they like in whatever language they 
wish to use. We are tolerant of their good 
times. However, it ill behooves men of stature 
to make spectacles of themselves. 

It is an election year. That is usually 
enough to fray the nerves of all citizens, 
members of Congress and candidates for all 
other offices. Add to that the war, rearma- 
ment and threat of war, and you have a situ- 
ation which tends to add up to a type of na- 
tional neurosis. We hope our leaders will try 
not to fan the flames.

Private Funds, Not Taxation, Given 


Credit for Checking Inflation Ills 


Atlanta—The gist of your edi- 
torial “The ;Eye of the Hurri- 
cane” of Feb. 4 is that higher 
taxes and credit restrictions are 
preventing runaway inflation, 
which is a condition resulting 
from a plentiful supply of money 
and a shortage of goods and 
services. Conversely, inflation 
is prevented by adequate sup- 
plies of goods and services. 

To follow through with the 
economics recommended in your 
editorial, let’s take a person 
earning $5,000 per year and 
paying say $1,500 taxes and say 
his tax is increased to $2,000 
per year to help prevent infla- 
tion. He will then have $500 less

We Harass 
The Russians Too 


FRANKFURT ON MAIN, Germany—In writ- 

ing my rather fleeting impressions of Berlin, her 

_* es population of human beings who seem to me to 

be living Sek. and of our people there, I may have made an im- 
pression on you which those Americans of the Army and the civil 


administration would scoff at. 


In just two days there I began to 


get used to it as people accustom themsélves to many = other 
terrible realities such as air raids or siege. They are not at all 
nervous. But actually, Berlin is beleaguered and it is not even pre- 
tended that the little American, British and French garrisons could 
stand off the power that the Russians can throw at them. 


The Americans there and 
many other Americans, Ger- 
mans and Frenchmen on this 
side of the curtain wonder why 
the Russians didn’t strike long 
ago. Time has worked for us. 
We certainly cannot defend Ber- 
lin. except in a desperate re- 
sistance comparable to Alcazar 
and Bataan, but more than one- 
third of her remaining popula- 
tion of 3,300,000 is in our sec- 
tor and our people are staying 
there for political and psycho- 
logical reasons. 


Yes, time has worked for us 
but we haven’t made much of 
the opportunity. The French 
are still scrapping among 
themselves in a disheartening 
show of utter political incom- 
petence, The AFL and the CIO 
back home are up to their old 
trick of limiting production 
to grab more and more power 
over our people and run up 
the cost of everything our 
fighting forces need. And the 
British laborers are imitating 
the worst traits that our wan- 
ton unioneers displayed when 
they struck vital plants for 
‘trivial reasons during World 
War II. 


The Allied army of today in 
Europe is strong enough to de- 
lay the Russians, given time to 
ship out our 50,000 women and 
children, and the strategy calls 
for blows to make the Russian 
wince and stop to rub his hurts 
in other quarters. But most of 
my information. is “classified,” 
as they say, which means that 
the Russians have to get their 
intelligence from their Harvard 
connections. 

The distance from Berlin to 
the nearest point in the Ameri- 
can Zone of Germany on the 
west is 103 miles. Tke Russian 
has been quiet lately but on the 
whole he maintains a malicious 
campaign of dirty little harass- 
ments, Our people hit him back 
more than I realized. In retalia- 
tion for his heckling delays im- 


posed on our truck traffic 
through the Russian Zone, we 
did the same thing to his rail- 
road traffic through our sector. 
We also made him lift the tar- 
paulins and hatches on his 
barges in the canal and show 
us the contents. This put him 
to the bother and expense of 
building a railroad loop to the 
south around the city and I 
think my teacher said _ they 
were having to make a long de- 
tour through an old canal. We 
also got a lot of information 
about his commerce. 

My teacher was a brisk young 
fellow from the State depart- 
ment named McAulliffe, and the 
lecture, or lesson, is called a 
“briefing.” There were several 
other State department men in 
the room. I will say out of fair- 
ness that they were not the 
regular types, but Mr. McAul- 
liffe left me gaping when I 
asked where I could get the text 
of the agreement whereby our 
people handed over to the Rus- 
sians a great number of Rus- 
sians who had been captured by 
the Germans or had surrendered 
to them, American officers had 
told of many suicides among 
these people and I have been 
trying to run down the facts. 

Mr. McAulliffe cracked back 
in a flippant way: ‘You mean 
like those two divisions who 
fought against Patton’s army 
around Brest?” It turned out 
that he had been with Patton as 
a soldier. His answer seemed to 
me to imply that it was all 
right to turn over prisoners of 
war taken by us in battle to 
our gallant ally for execution. 

At the High Commission in 
Bonn I was told that this agree- 
ment, drawn up in London back 
in 1943, was still “classified,” or 
secret, and could be released 
only by the Army because it 
dealt with a military matter. 
But, if so, it ought to be declas- 
sified because the only reason to 
keep it secret is to protect the 
authors of a ghastly agreement.

There are, of course, the ob- 
vious reasons for two plus two 
making a convenient four in all 
of this. First, General MacAr- 
thur’s known desire to block 
General Eisenhower’s nomina- 
tion by the Republicans. Sec- 
ond, his known desire, even 
more deeply felt, that Harry 
Truman be defeated. Third, a 
possible practical situation con- 
ducive to his candidacy, which 
ig that General Eisenhower and 
Senator Taft might stand each 
other off in a deadlock. 


Naturally, neither the Taft 
nor Eisenhower forces will 
agree that the last-named 
practical dilemma might oc- 
eur. Hitherto, also, Senator 
Taft has considered General 
MacArthur in his corner and 
now and then tosses a posy in 
the general’s direction, and 
vice versa. 


But the MacArthur develop- 
ment, whatever substance it 
may have, is all to the good, and 
for one reason. 

This is that a lively feud be- 
tween two professional military 
men to capture the presidency, 
for which neither has had any of 
the practical political experience 
essential to the job, may finally 
wake up the American people to 
the mistake of making a Roman 
glodiatorial contest out of the se- 
lection of our president. In- 
stead, it should always be an 
orderly and thoughtful election 
between two men of civilian 
background and political ex- 
perience. 

What, when you come down 
to it and analyze it, has thrust 
these two military men, both 
eminent in their own field, into 
the presidential picture? 


At least part of the answer, 
to students of public psychology, 
seems to lie in the frustations 
among many of our people over 
the “cold war” with Russia and 
the sacrifices it entails and the 
search, because of that, for a 
“leader” who somehow, sud- 
denly, will solve all their prob- 
lems. Such a quest leads natu- 
rally to a military figure, suc- 
cessful in war, the hero type of 
our tradition, who has the glam- 
or that military success brings. 


Both these men fit that pre-- 
scription. Both, too, have what 
all military men do not have, 
which is a pleasing platform 
manner and the ability to speak 
effectively and forcefully. 

They are, indeed, both out- 
standing men in the military 
field and will rank high in that 
field among all such in our his- 
tory. 

But neither has ever dealt 
with people in a political capac- 
ity, which is something entirely 
different from West Point train- 
ing and barrack-room etiquette, 
It has been their role, in the 
later careers that made them 
publicly prominent, to give or- 
ders—and a great free repub- 
lic, such as ours, does not op- 
erate that way. We go through 
painful, devious and often slow 
processes of persuasion and com- 
promise, with many checks and- 
balances. Political leadership. 
requires a finesse and patience 
of its own, and a sort of sixth 
sense that is developed. 

For the purpose of the “cold 
war,” our nation necessarily has” 
taken on more and more of the 
aspects of a regimented, almost 
a garrison state. The effort con- 
stantly must be to curb that- 
tendency and now, more than, 
ever, we need in the White: 
House a man of civilian back- 
ground and the natural instinct 
to adhere to that tradition which 
is an accompaniment to train- 
ing in politics. We can come 
dangerously close to losing our 
liberties unless we are con- 
stantly alert and watchful.

- ROUTINE GAS RELEASE 


Plant technicians explained that 
gasses are released periodically 
‘each night from the sprawling 
- buildings where dyes and many 
‘kinds of ‘chemicals and fertilizers 
“gare produced. 

The shock and noise of the 
-quake, accompanied by the fiery- 
‘hued sky, fooled even the Mann- 
heim fire department. It imme- 
diately dispatched fire trucks to 
help out Ludwigshafen. 

Numerous broken windows in 
the areas appeared to be the 
Jargest physical loss from the 
tremor, but thousands of Ger- 
‘mans spent anxious hours before 
.the erroneous. disaster reports fi-

FLORENCE, Italy, Feb. 24— 
Thousands of Florentines rushed 
into the streets Sunday with the 
lust of battle in their eyes in an- 
swer to an urgent appeal to ‘“‘de- 
fend your city’’ that appeared dur- 
ing the last few days in the press 
and on posters. 

The enemy against which the 
Florentines were asked to fight was 
no invading army but the activi- 
ties of a group of speculators and 
builders who were accused of 
‘“‘desecrating the medieval face of 
Florence’ with the bad taste of 
the buildings that they were erect- 
ing in place of those that were 
destroyed or damaged during the 
war. 

The rage of many Florentines 
was directed especially against a 
modern building besides the fa- 
mous Fourteenth Century Ponte 
Vecchio, which is the lone survivor 
of the six magnificent bridges that 
were once the boast of Florence. 
The destruction that.the Germans 


wrought at one end of the Ponte): 


Vecchio revealed several beautiful 
medieval towers that improved the 
scene so greatly that Florentines 
consoled themselves with the 
thought that after all it is an ill 
wind that blew no good.

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TB Drugs 
Stir Go-Slow 
Advice Here 


By KATHERINE BARNWELL 

Tuberculosis patients in the At- 
lanta area already are demanding 
treatment with the two new so- 
called ‘‘miracle’ TB drugs—but 
physicians here emphasize the 
drugs have not been released for 
general use and urge a cautious 
wait-and-see policy. 

Local inquiries about the drugs 
began immediately after press 
reports of their ‘“‘striking’’ bene- 
ficial effects on patients at Sea- 
view Hospital, New York, were 
published. 

The synthetic drugs—known as 


marsilid and rimifon—probably| %y 
won’t be available here for at least/| j@ 
two to six months, Atlanta doc-| Ba > 


tors estimated. 

Dr. J. C, Burch, director of tu- 
berculosis control, Fulton County 
Health Department, said patients 
at the regular TB clinic here had 
requested treatment with the new 
drugs. 


NOT ENOUGH RESEARCH 


“Of course, we can’t get any 
now,”” he said, “‘but I don’t think 
they have done enough research 
yet to know what permanent re- 
sults the drugs will have... 
just hope there’s something to it.”’ 

Dr. C. C. Aven, who also is on 
the clinic staff, said the still unan- 
swered question was, ‘‘Does the 
drug kill the germ or merely in- 
_ hibit its growth?” 

He recalled that streptomycin 
was hailed as the drug needed to 
wipe out tuberculosis. He said it 
had proved very beneficial in some 
cases, but streptomycin does no 
more than inhibit the growth of 
TB bacilli and actually has been 
harmful in a few cases. 


A DOZEN REQUESTS 


Dr. Aven said ‘‘at least a dozen 
patients’”’ had asked him to give 
them the new TB drugs the first 
day after their discovery was an- 
nounced publicly. 

*“‘We must be cautious,’’ he said, 
“in using any new drugs. ..,. It 
will take time before we can know 
if this is the answer to tubercu- 
losis.’”’ 


He stressed that even if a drug 
which would cure TB were found, 
the disease could not be wiped 
out overnight. 

Carl Fox, executive secretary of 
the Georgia Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion, received a wire from Dr. 
James E. Perkins, managing di- 
rector of the National Tuberculosis 
Association, in which he stressed 
there was ‘‘no quick solution to 
tuberculosis.”’

CD Director John Lawrence said. 
They will ride with patrolmen on 
their rounds and will help handle 
heavy traffic on special occasions.

' WASHINGTON, Feb. 24—4—The 
United States, Britain and France 
‘are watching increasing and omi- 


jnous signs that Russia is cooking 


up new trouble in Austria, diplo- 
matic authorities reported Sunday. 

Experts noted that Moscow’s 
Communist Party newspaper, 
Pravda, has dileged that the West 
is planning to split Austria by 
writing a separate peace treaty. 
State department officials said this 
charge was ‘“‘sheer nonsense.’’ 

The Soviet charge, however, has 
been coupled with °behind-the- 
scenes Red efforts to discredit and 
force from office Austria’s West- 
ern-oriented foreign minister, Karl 
Gruber. These efforts are not ex- 
pected to succeed although they 
create tension. 

A large part of the uneasiness of 
the West traces to the activities in 
Soviet-occupied Austria of Lt. Gen. 
V. P. Sviridov, Russian high com- 
missioner to Austria, who engi- 
neered the 1947 Red coup d’etat in 
Hungary. He is regarded as a 
troublemaker.

Sarah Bernhardt 


Ask vaudeville performers 
whose was the toughest act to 
follow, and you’ll get a variety 
of answers,._Many of the veter- 
ans, cursing eloquently, insist it 

Eddie Leonard, king of the 
‘“‘milkers.’’ Used _in the show 
business sense, ‘‘milking’’ means 

aining the last ounce of ap- 
cone out of an audience by 
various tricks of the trade. 
Leonard would stay in the stage 
center, to avoid the clutching 
hands of irate actors intent on 
hauling him off, and keep the 
audience expecting his ‘‘Roly 
Poly Eyes.’’ 

Best name for Leonard, as 
recorded by Abel Green and Joe 
Laurie in ‘‘Show Biz,’ was: 
‘Leonard is a Chinese philoso- 
pher—On Too Long, Bow Too 
Long.”’ 

Yet other veterans, admitting 
that Leonard was tough to fol- 
low, insist that he offered a cinch 
compared to the task presented 
in ‘‘following’’ Sarah Bernhardt. 

“The immortal Sarah,’’ recalls 
vaude and legit veteran Eddie 
Dowling, ‘‘twice played at the 
Palace Theater in New York, in 
1913 and 1917. On this second 
vaude trip, the great French 
actress did a scene from ‘Ca- 
mille.’ I shouldn’t dismiss it as 
a scene because it was the cli- 
max of the play, the death 
agony.”’ 


Dowling shook his head: ‘‘Bern- 
hardt was so great that she 
could enthrall and audience by 
reading the classified ads in the 
Red Book. So you can imagine 
what she did to people when 
she got her teeth in the death 
scene! She _ fractured them, 
wrung them dry.” 


“The great Negro team of 
Chappy Aveling and Smarty 
Lloyd were following Miss Bern- 
hardt. After the curtain had 
opened and closed about 15 
times, out stepped Aveling and 
Lloyd. 

‘‘To \their horror, the Negro 
stars found the audience WALK- 
ING OUT. Gamely and desper- 
ately, they tried to lure the audi- 
ence back, but it was no dice. 


“After about five experiences 
of this, Aveling and Lloyd de- 
termined they’d had enough. 
‘I don’t mind Mme. Bernhardt 
dying,’ explained Chappy, ‘but 
we’re dying with her.’ ”’ 


“I was playing up at the Co- 
lonial,’’ said Dowling, ‘‘and out- 
side of hearing that Bernhardt 
was busting all records, we didn’t 
know what was going on back- 
stage, that Aveling and Lloyd 
had disappeared, and that Savoy 
and Brennan had filled in for 
them and walked out, too! Had 

*“‘What happened?’’ your re- 
porter asked. 

“The Palace asked if I wanted 
to double downtown, and make a 
couple of hundred dollars extra,”’ 
explained Eddie. ‘‘I jumped at 
the opportunity. 


“When I got out of the cab, 
feeling very much a _ hot-shot,”’ 
grinned Dowling, ‘‘the first actor 
I saw on the corner was Jim 
Thornton, greatest of the mono- 
logists.

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Coffee Recommended 
As Mild Stimulant 


A small dose of caffeine, the 
quantity a cup of coffee contains, 
stimulates the heart, increases 
the pulse rate and the force 
of heart beat and'so tends to 
increase blood pressure. Phys- 
iologists and pharmacologists 
generally ascribe these effects 
of caffeine or coffee chiefly if 
not entirely to its action on the 
nervous system. For caffeine or 
coffee is primarily a brain and 
nerve stimulant. 

The active principle (alkaloid) 
in tea is identical in effect with 
that of coffee, as is that of mate. 
In fact much of the caffeine used 
in medicine is extracted from tea 
and some from mate. Caffeine is 
the active principle in Brazilian 
guarana, too. 

Nervousness, irritability, jump- 
iness, insomnia, palpitation and 
other disturbances of heart func- 
tion, digestive disturbances and 
morning headache are the most 
common manifestations of chron- 
ic poisoning from excessive cof- 
fee drinking. If the victim con- 
tinues to drink too much coffee 
other symptoms ensue, but this 
is still a health column. 


A cup of tea ordinarily con- 
tains only a quarter or a third 
as much caffeine (sometimes 
called theine) as a cup of coffee. 
Coffee contains a_ volatile oil 
(like that of orange peel) which 
develops the pleasant aroma. on 
roasting. Some physicians be- 
lieve this oil accounts for di- 
gestive disturbances which some 
coffee drinkers have if they 
indulge in a second cup. Roasted 
coffee contains about 12 per 
cent of tannic acid. 

It is because of the tannin in 
coffee that meticulous care is 
necessary when brewing coffee 
to see that it does not boil, not 
even for a moment. Boiling ex-
